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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application is responsive to application number (10782399) filed on 
February 18, 2004. Claims 1-13 and 15-36 are pending and have been examined. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on August 

2. 2010 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

4. Claims 1 , 4-6, and 9-1 8 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Hannuksela et al (US 2002/0105951 , hereafter Hannuksela). 

As per claim 1, as best understood by the Examiner, Hannuksela disclose a 
method comprising: 
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receiving media data (paragraph [0021] lines 1-5), and 

buffering the media data in a buffer to construct a packet stream (paragraphs 
[0023] - [0035]), 

the media data being included in data transmission units (paragraphs [0025]; this 
section discloses the data being buffered in packets (i.e. data transmission units)), 

the data transmission units ordered in a transmission order which is at least 
partly different from a decoding order of the media data in the data transmission units, 
wherein a parameter is defined indicative of the maximum number of data transmission 
units which have an earlier transmission order and a later decoding order than another 
data transmission unit in a packet stream; providing said parameter to a decoder to 
determine buffering requirements (paragraphs [0040]-[0047]; Hannuksela discloses the 
using parameters that determine the maximum size of the buffer, further the RTP 
standard also teaches similar parameters that are used to indicate the maximum size of 
a buffer). 

Regarding claim 4, arguments analogous to those presented for claim 1 are 
applicable to claim 4. 

As per claim 4, Hannuksela discloses a method for decoding encoded picture 
stream in a decoder, wherein the encoded picture stream is received as data 
transmission units comprising media data, buffering of transmission units is performed 
(paragraphs [0023]-[0035]). 
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Regarding claim 5, arguments analogous to those presented for claim 1 are 
applicable to claim 5. 

As per claim 5, Hannuksela further discloses a system comprising an encoder 
for encoding pictures (paragraph [0037]). 

As per claim 6, Hannuksela disclose the system according to claim 5, further 
comprising a decoder for decoding encoded pictures, and a memory module for 
buffering decoded pictures, wherein said parameter is arranged to be used for 
determining a required amount of memory places to be reserved from the memory for 
buffering decoded pictures (paragraphs [0040]-[0042]). 

Regarding claim 9, arguments analogous to those presented for claim 1 are 
applicable to claim 9. 

As per claim 9, Hannuksela further discloses a transmitting device, responsive to 
the encoded media stream, for transmitting the media stream in said data transmission 
units over a transmission medium or to a storage medium(paragraphs [0037]-[0038]). 

Regarding claim 10, further arguments analogous to those presented for claims 
1 and 2 are applicable to claim 10. 

As per claim 10, Hannuksela disclose a receiving device for receiving encoded 
picture stream as transmission units (paragraph [0038]). 
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As per claim 11, Hannuksela disclose the receiving device according to claim 10, 
further comprising a memory module, and a definerfor examining said parameter and 
for reserving memory places for buffering from said memory according to said 
parameter (paragraph [0038]). 

As per claim 12, Hannuksela discloses the receiving device according to claim 
1 1 , further comprising a decoder for decoding pictures from the received encoded 
picture stream, wherein the receiving device is configured for using the reserved 
memory places for buffering the encoded pictures (paragraphs [0040]-[0042]). 

Regarding claim 13, arguments analogous to those presented for claim 1 are 
applicable to claim 13. 

As per claim 13, Hannuksela further disclose a computer program product 
comprising machine executable steps for buffering encoded pictures ([0021]; section 
discloses the decoding process which would include buffering as software). 

Regarding claim 15, arguments analogous to those presented for claims 1 and 
10 are applicable to claim 15. 

Regarding claim 16, arguments analogous to those presented for claim 1 are 
applicable for claim16. 

Regarding claim 17, arguments analogous to those presented for claim 1 are 
applicable to claim 17. 
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Regarding claim 18, arguments analogous to those presented for claim 16 are 
applicable to claim 18. 

As per claim 19, Hannuksela et al disclose the method according to claim 1 , 
wherein said media data comprises at least one of the following: 

video data and audio data (paragraph [0037]). 

Regarding claim 20, arguments analogous to those presented for claim 1 1 are 
applicable for claim 20. 

Regarding claim 21, arguments analogous to those presented for claim 12 are 
applicable for claim 21. 

Regarding claim 24, arguments analogous to those presented for claims 4 and 
13 are applicable for claim 24. 

Regarding claim 25, arguments analogous to those presented for claim 1 are 
applicable for claim 25. 

Regarding claim 31, arguments analogous to those presented for claim 5 are 
applicable for claim 31 . 

Regarding claim 34, arguments analogous to those presented for claim 4 are 
applicable for claim 34. 

Regarding claim 35, arguments analogous to those presented for claim 6 are 
applicable for claim 35. 
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Regarding claim 36, arguments analogous to those presented for claim 6 are 
applicable for claim 36. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 



7. Claims 2-3, 7-8, and 1 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Hannuksela et al (US 2002/01 05951 ) in view of Viscito et al (US 
2004/0005007). 
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As per claim 2, the modified invention of Hannuksela et al disclose the method 
according to claim 1. 

However, the modified invention of Hannuksela et al does not explicitly disclose 
wherein said multimedia data comprises a slice of an encoded picture. 

In the same field of endeavor, Viscito et al discloses wherein said multimedia 
data comprises a slice of an encoded (Fig 2A, [0034]). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of the invention to modify the system of Hannuksela et al in accordance with the 
teachings of Viscito et al because it will perform buffering of the multimedia information 
in compliance with a methodology that is conventionally implemented in multimedia 
transmission and receiving. 

As per claim 3, Hannuksela et al disclose the method according to claim 1 . 

However, the modified invention of Hannuksela et al does not explicitly disclose 
wherein said transmission unit comprising multimedia data is a VCL NAL unit. 

In the same field of endeavor, Viscito et al discloses wherein said transmission 
unit comprising multimedia data is a VCL NAL unit (Fig 2B, [0034]). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of the invention to modify the system of Hannuksela et al in accordance with the 
teachings of Viscito et al because it will perform buffering of the multimedia information 
in compliance with a methodology that is conventionally implemented in multimedia 
transmission and receiving. 
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Regarding claim 7, arguments analogous to those presented for claim 2 are 
applicable to claim 7. 

Regarding claim 8, arguments analogous to those presented for claim 3 are 
applicable to claim 8. 

Regarding claim 22, arguments analogous to those presented for claim 2 are 
applicable for claim 22. 

Regarding claim 23, arguments analogous to those presented for claim 3 are 
applicable for claim 23. 

Regarding claim 26, arguments analogous to those presented for claim 2 are 
applicable for claim 26. 

Regarding claim 27, arguments analogous to those presented for claim 3 are 
applicable for claim 27. 

As per claim 28, arguments analogous to those presented for claims 1 and 2 are 
applicable for claim 28. 

Regarding claim 29, arguments analogous to those presented for claim 6 are 
applicable for claim 29. 

Regarding claim 30, arguments analogous to those presented for claim 12 are 
applicable for claim 30. 

Regarding claim 32, arguments analogous to those presented for claim 2 are 
applicable for claim 32. 

Regarding claim 33, arguments analogous to those presented for claim 3 are 
applicable for claim 33.
